The annual reports ol ihe various 
goverrmeiit bin-vans have mostly 
bec-n prepared and tent to the l'reiri- 
tlcut lift' transmission to Congress a 
v. ci k liuiico. botue ot'them embrace 
iiiloriualiou and statistics ol consider- 
able interest, among which may be 
mentioned Iho TOputt ot the l'ost- 
.iiastcr General, the Commissioners 
ol Tensions and Patents, and that of 
the* actlug Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs. All these touch upon mai- 
lers in wiik* iho general public are 
snore or less interested, but the space 
tit this letter is not adeouaicto an in- 
telligent review of them, lino very 
nolicablc ieaturrc;f the whole batch, 
however.- is a demand for more mon- 
ey. All the estimates Tor expenses 
of rtic different departments will call 
lor larger sums than were given last 
year, or for the two years previo«, 
and nearly all the head* wf depart- 
ments and bureaus put in a claim lor 
higher salaries. In the Treaawry De- 
partments, the chief of lire Bureau of 
Statistic* now receive* (3,000 per 
annum, and isdi**atjsl>rd. He wants 
an additional KXK). Considering the 
fact that ho and the entire force of his 
office were engaged wpon campaign 
work for the Radical party about 
four months nfihelasl year, there 
mav be some doubt whether the peo 
pfo'have got even the value of his 
■went salary. The Assistant Sec- 
retary «t the interior also want* a 
comiortablc »Kce put o*tet> ef hie 
salary. He now receive* ♦3.500 and 
asks for |l,O0O additional. Nearly 
all the chieisof the Indian Bureau 
ask* for more pay, and the Indian 
agents join in the chorn* with a de- 
mand that increases the approuria- 
tious lor their benefit several thous- 
ands of dollar*. The Commissioner 
of Pciisious want* f 1.000 added to hi* 
present salarv ot fiOOO and the Com- 
missioner of Patents desire* Ms pay 
raUcd from 4,500 to liOOO and *o on 
through a list which it »o«ld lake 
columns to enumerate. 

I refer to these tilings merely to 
show the tendencies or Republican 
officials. They have ju«t come out ol 
a successful campaign and expect 
Congress to longer oppose their de- 
mand*. If the present House were 
Republicans there is no doubt but 
that all the liberal appropriations 
asked would be granted ; but whether 
a Democratic House and Senate will 
lake each a course is another ques- 
tion. During the last four year* a 
Democratic Congress has reduced the 
annual expenditures of lite govern- 
ment at the rste «t from thirty lo 
rorly millions per annum, but as a 
result of this service to the people a 
Republican House ha* been returned 
It ia a question, therefore, whether 
the Democratic majority will longer 
place Itself a* a hairier between Rad- 
ical extravagance and the public 
lrea«nry. II it is the will *t the 
peoiitu that money should flow like 
water, the large salaries should be 
paid and liberal subsidies be yoted, 
while taxes of all kinds are propor- 
tionately increased, a few Democrats 
on the floor* of Congress can not be 
expected to stand np in a 
hand to hand fight against such re- 
sults. Personal comfort and selfish 
interest would seem to demand an 
opposite course. I simply throw 
these remarks out as suggestion*. 

General Garfield lately paid a brief 
visit to Washington, but very sen si 
bly declined a public reception. lie 
came quietly and was met at the de- 
pot by but two persons, one of whom 
wa* Bob Ingertoll. As Uarftelrt 
alighted from the train he grasped 
Ingersoll cordially by the hand with 
a hearty "How are you Bob?'' 
Twenty years ago when the chances 
of Stephen A. Douglas* were being 
discussed bv a little gathering of 
friend*, Beverly Douglas, "l Vir 
ginia, then in Congress, said to the 
prospective Chlet Magistrate, "Judge 
when you're President I don't want 
anything but lor you just lo call mi 
"Bev." This mam of familiar friend 
ship on the part of a President-elect 
is enjoyed by the Reverend Robert, 
who ha* certainly earned a warm 
place In the affection* of Ihe new ad 
ministration. 

The villi of General Garfield wa* 
upon private ouiine**; chiefly, I an 
told, to pack book* and paper*, re 
cord*, etc., to be taken with htm In 
the While House. The Post say* one 
object of the visit wa* to rehearee 
the modue operandi of a public 
While House reception, and describe* 
the reher*al briefly, a* follow*:, 
" The position which the Preiident 
and hi* wife take iu the red room on 
•uch occasions is very clearly marked 
on the carpet, and so, without much 
difficulty, General and Mr*. Garfield 
were properly located. Then Mrs. 
Hayes said she would do the in- 
troducing if Rutherford would do die 
visitor's part. Thi* arrangement 
wa* agreed upon, and Mr. Haves wa* 
seut out in the corridor to wait until 
all was ready. When the word wa* 
given Mr. Hayes came in wiili that 
iuirenuoiis blush, not known to the 
public, mantling hi* lace and was in- 
troduced iu proper lorm to ihe Presi- 
dent-elect. The General sal , in hi- 
hearty way^'How are you ?" much to 
tl e horror and dismay of hi* teacher*, 
Who iulnrmcd him that he must say. 
■Pleased to see you,' or something of 
a similar nature, and If it were a lie 
it couldn't be helped, and be would 
gel used to it. The rehearsal 
continued for some time, and it was 
then postponed for another occasion 
when they all bad more time."

He i* for Sherman for Senator and 
there are evldeucieiof a hot contest 
between tho latter and Governor 
Foster. It it beyond dispute that the 
fight has settled iuelr down to thete 
two. Tho charge made during the 
campaign that Sherman considered 
i bat he had been sold out at Chicago 
by Foster is pretty well substantiated 
by recent developments, and evident- 
ly the Secretary intend* that Foster 
(hall not obtain ihe ttake he was 
Playing for. From a disinterested 
standpoint it would seem, from the' 
evidence so far adduced, that Sher- 
man acted very properly Iu permit- 
ting Foster lo pay certain bill* for 
quarter in Chicago. If Ihe delegate* 
lor whom these accommodation* 
were provided were not held to 
Sherman's Interest, but handed over 
to Garfield by Foster, with ends of 
his own in view, then certainly the 
later should settle Ihe score.
